plaster  with  a painted  finish. 

In  the  planetarium,  the  $5,500 
Spitz  optical  projector  creates  an 
illusion  of  the  sky.  Regardless  of 
wether  conditions  outside,  it  re- 
creates the  appearance  of  the 
constellations  of  stars  and  the 
milky  way  as  seen  at  different 
times  of  the  year  and  at  different 
latitudes  on  the  earth.  It  shows 
the  daily  motions  of  the  sky  and 
the  changing  position  of  the  sun, 
moon  and  bright  planets. 

The  Spitz  projector  can  best 
be  discribed  as  a many-sided 
sphere,  a ball  with  the  round- 
ness pared  away.  The  surface  is 
covered  with  what  would  appear 
to  be  pinholes  through  which 
the  light  shines  to  project  “stars” 
on  the  interior  of  the  dome. 

Lenses  Attached 

Numerous  small  lenses  which 
project  the  larger  stars  are  at- 
tached to  the  sphere,  as  welL 
The  sun,  moon,  and  planets  are 
projected  from  other  larger  len- 
ses attached  to  another  arm  of 
the  projector. 

The  sphere  revolves  to  show 
changes  in  the  sky  through  pas- 
sage of  time  or  as  it  would  be 
viewed  from  different  places  on 
the  earth. 

A gift  of  $25,000  toward  the 
building  and  project  was  donat- 
ed by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hyrum  B. 
Summerhays  of  Bountiful.  Mr. 
Summerhays  is  president  and 
manager  of  the  Summerhays 
Music  Co.  and  Salt  Lake  Music 
Co.,  both  of  Salt  Lake,  and  has 
been  active  in  astronomy  groups 
of  the  state. 

The  amateur  astronomer  and 
his  wife  were  desirous  of  con- 
tributing to  the  study  of  space 
and  decided  to  donate  to  a plan- 
atarium  to  BYU.
